While physicians have been discover­ 
ing means to sustain and lengthen life, 
one of their number, with patient curi­ 
osity, has been observing the time at 
which certain diseases will finally termi­ 
nate in death.

labor ot the husbandman has not been ..nrewarded. 
It is meet and proper, therefore, that we >«hoald 
set apart a day for the special recognition of our 
dependence as a people, upon the mercy of Divine 
Providence, and to invoke a continuance of the 
same. 
Now, therefore, recognizing this dependence upon 
the mercies of thp All-wise Ruier of the Universe, I, 
JOHN L. PE^INGTON, Governor of Dakota 
Territory, do recommend t<> all citizens to lay aside 
all business employments and secular purs'jits, and 
to assemble in theii respective places of worship, on 
Thnrsday* the 26 th day of November. 
Instant, to render thanks to Almighty God,and to 
observe such day as a day of praise and thanksgiv-

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T IM B E R BEBREJDjATIO N S. 
Hon. S. S. Burdett, Commissioner of 
the General Land. Office, under dato of 
June 29th, 1874, in reply to a letter re" 
lating to the extent that settlers may 
use the timber on tbie public domain, 
lays down the following as the law: 
“In the case of pro emption and 
homestead settlers on land fit for til­ 
lage, they arc restricted to timber grow­ 
ing on tlicland forpurposes ofbuildir.g, 
fencing, repairs and firewood. Neither 
pre empLor nor homestead settler can 
cut timber for sale until the former has 
made entry, or the latter has resided on 
the land for the period fixed in the lavr 
as requisite to perfect his title, and has 
made the final proof, paid the final com­ 
missions, and received bis patent cer* 
tificate. 
In a former circular it is niacie the 
duty of the officers of the local land dis­ 
tricts “lo take charge of the timber 
business within the limits of their res­ 
pective districts.” , The supreare Gourt 
of the United States has decided that the 
penal act of March 2d, 18S1, which pro­ 
vides “ for the punishment of offences 
committed in cutting, or destroying, or 
remcving live-oaks and other timber or 
trees preserved for naval purposes,” ex­ 
tends to the “ prosecution and punish­ 
ment of ail trespassers on public lands, 
by cutting timber whether such timber 
was fit for naval purposes or not.” 
Under no circumstances are the local 
land officers allowed to compound or 
compromise with any such trespassers, 
or receive any pay or compensation from 
them as acquittal or discharge therefor, 
or give permission to cut timber or oth­ 
erwise trespass on the public lands, as 
there is no authority for any such pro 
ceeding; but all such ofiences against 
the law must be prosecuted and tried.by 
the authorities duly constituted for that 
purpose. The law is particular tq se­ 
cure to the settler, with a view to culti­ 
vation, the right to use or destroy trees 
in clearing roads and constructing 
bridges, or for any other purpose con­ 
nected with the improvenjent of his 
homestead, but enjoins vigilance to de­ 
tect and arrest the speculator, who, in 
the guise of a settler, and under the 
sanction of a declaratory statement, 
may contemplate the spoliation of tim­ 
ber, and thereby seriously injure the 
public interest. Provision is made for 
seizing and selling at public auction 
timber that has been cut or removed, 
where the trespassers are known, or un­ 
known, and suchiigency can be employ­ 
ed to secure the observance of the law 
as the exigencies of the case may de­ 
mand. 
The object of the general government 
being to preserve and protect- timber on 
the public domain for the use and bene 
fit of the settler,' who takes the land in 
good faith for occupancy and cultiva­ 
tion, it is particularly the j'nterest of 
all who wish to sec the lands of a 
sparsely timbered region entered upon 
and converted into farms, to see to it 
that the ruthless hand of the speculator 
does not in, a short time deprive them 
of what mig^t;^provo by pimdent man- 
agemont anamplB supply of timHer and 
fuel for yeah.

ready suffered to a considerabik extent 
at the hands of speculators, a n d ^ some 
may be trespassers from ignorance of 
the law in relation thereto, we have 
deemed it our duty to call attention to 
the recent circular cf the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, as Well as to 
note some former decisions, that, those 
who read may understand the precise 
situation, and to what extent settlers 
may use the timber on the public do­ 
main. 


TH£ OLD MAN ELOQUENT* 
\ 
Memorable Scene in ibe House of 
RepresentatiTes • 
On the opening of the Twenty-Sixth 
Congress, in December, 1839, in conse­ 
quence of a two-fold delegation from 
New Jersey, the House was unable for 
some time, to complete its organization, 
and presented to the country and the 
world the perilous and d iscreditahle as­ 
pect of the assembled representatives of 
the people unable to form themselves 
into a constitutional body. On the first 
assemblage, the House has no officers, 
and the clerk of the preceding Con­ 
gress acts, by usage, as chairman of the 
body till a speal^r is chosen. On this, 
occasion, after reaching the State of 
New Jersey, the acting clerk declined to 
proceed in calling the roll, and reffised 
to eiUertain any of the motions which 
were made for the purpose of extricat­ 
ing the House from its embarrassment. 
Many of the able and most judicious 
members had addressed the House in 
vain, and there was nothing but confu 
sion and disorder in prospect. 
The fourth day opened, and still con­ 
fusion was triumphant. But the hour 
of disenthral! men £ was at hand, and a 
scene was presented which sent the 
mind back to those days when Crom- 
wol! uttered the exclamation, “SirHar- 
ry Vane! Woe unto you. Sir Harry 
Vane!” and in an instant dispersed the 
famous Rump Parliament. 
Mr. Adams,..from the opening of this 
scene of anarchy Uiul confusion, had 
nmintairiC'd a profound silence, lie ap­ 
peared to be engaged most of the time 
in writing. To a common observer he 
seemed to be reckless of every thing near 
him; but nothing—not the slightest in­ 
cident—escaped hiii. The fourth day 
of the struggle had now commenced. 
Mr. Hugh II. Garland, the clcvk, was 
directed to call the roll again. 
ilo commenced with Maine, as was 
usu.ll in those days, and was proceeding 
toward Massachusetts, f. turned and 
saw that Mr. Adams was ready to get 
the fioor at the earliest moment possi­ 
ble. His keen eye was rivited on the 
cierk; hi.s hands clasped the front edge 
of his de»k, where he always placed 
them to assist him in rising. 
“New Jersey!’’ ejaculated Mr.Hugh H. 
'Garland, “and the clerk has to repeat 
that 
” 
Sir. Adims sprang to the floor. 
“I rise to interrupt the clerk!” was 
his first ejaculation. 
“Silence! Silence!” resounded through 
the hall. “Hear him, hear him!” “Hear 
what he has to say!” “Hear John 
Quincy Adams!” were the numcrou.s 
ejaculations on all sides 
“ it was not my intention,” said ho, 
“ to take any part in the.se extraordinary 
proceedings. I had hoped that this 
House would succeed in organizing it­ 
self; that a speaker and clerk would be 
elected, and that the ordinary business 
of legislation would: bo progressed in. 
This is not the time or place to discuss 
the merits of tne conflicting claimants 
for seats from New Jersey; that subject 
belongs to the EÍOuse of Representatives, 
which, by the Constitution, is made the 
ultimate arbiter of the qualifications of 
its members. But what a spectacle wo 
here present. We degrade and disgrace 
ourselve.s. We degrade and disgrace our 
constituents and the country. We do 
not and cannot organize; and, why? 
Because the clerk of this Houge, the 
mere clerk, whom we create, whom w.c 
employ, and whose existence depends 
upon our will, usurps tfie throne, and 
sets us, the representatives, the vice-ro- 
gents of the whole Atucfican people at 
defiance, and holds us in contempt. And 
what is this clerk of yours? Is he to 
suspend by his mere negative, the func­ 
tions of goyernment, and put 
end 
to this Congress? He refuses to call 
the roll. It is in your power to compel 
him to call it, if he will not do it volun­ 
tarily.” [Here he was interrupted by a 
member, who said that he was author­ 
ized to say that compulsion could not 
reach the clerk, who ’ avowed that he 
would resign ^athei^ than call the State 
of New Jerseyi^ “Well, sir, let him re­ 
sign,” continued Mr. Adams, “and we 
may possibly discover some way by 
which we can get along, without the aid 
of his all-powerful talent, learning and 
gen ius. If wc cannot organize in any 
other way—if this clerk of yonrs will 
not consent to pur discharging the trust 
confided to uSlby bur eptistifueuts—then 
let us iipitate the example of the Tir- 
ginia'Hpase of Burgéssés, which, when 
the Colonial Governor Dinwiddle order­ 
ed it to disperse, refu^ed-to obey the 
imperious and insalting in'ahdattf; and, 
like men' ■■ — 
The /multitude' cpnld r?pt .contain or 
> epr^ ibeir entítusjásm any lón|^r, 
but saluted the indignant speaker with 


lOnd and deafening cheers that seemed 
to shake the Capitol to its centf^ The 
turmoil, the darkness, **the VBfy|.ehaos 
of anarchy,” which bad for three days 
pervaded the American Congress, was 
dispelled by the magic, the talismanic 
influence of a single man,and once more 
the wheels of goyernment and of legis­ 
lation were pot in motion. 
Having by this powerful appeal 
brought the yet unorgaoixed assembly 
to a perception of its hazardous position, 
he ^submitted a motion requiring the 
acting clerk to pypceed in calling the 
roll. This and similar motions had al 
ready been made by other members. 
The difficulty was that the acting clerk 
declined to entertain them. Accordingly 
Mr. Adams was immediately interrupt­ 
ed by a burst of voices demanding, 
“how shall the question be put?” “Who 
will put the question?” The voice of 
Mr. Adams was heard above the tumult, 
“I intend to put the question myself 1” 
That word brought order out of chaos. 
There was the master mind. 
As soon as the multitude had recov­ 
ered itself and the excitement of irres­ 
ponsible enthusiasm had abated, Mr. 
Richard Barnwell Bhett, of South Caro­ 
lina, leaped upon one of the desks, 
waved bis hand, and exclaimed, “1 move 
that the Honorable John Qaincy Adams 
take the chair of the speaker of this 
House and officiate as the presiding offi 
ccr until the House be organized by the 
election of its constitutional officer. As 
many as are agreed to this will say aye; 
those 
” 
He had notan opportunity to complete 
the sentence—those who are not agreed 
wilTsay no—for the universal, deafen­ 
ing, thundering “aye” responded to the 
nomination. 
Hereupon it was moved and ordered 
that Louis Williams, of North Carolina, 
and Richard Bai/nwell Rhett conduct 
John Quincy Adams to the chair. In 
speaking of thi.s scene, Mr. Wise, ol 
Virginia, said; “Sir, I regard it as the 
proudest hour of your life; and, if,when 
you shall be gathered to your fathers, I 
were asked to select the words, which 
in my judgment, are best calculated to 
give at once the character of the man, 
I would inscribe upon your tomb this 
sentence: ‘I will put the question my­ 
self.’”-iV. Y.mws.

JL Romance of the I«ost Canso* 
During tho winter of 1863 64 it was 
my fortune to be president of one of the 
court-martials of the Army of Northern 
Virginia. 
One bleak December morn­ 
ing, while the snow covered our camp, 
I left my bivouac fire to attend the 
session of the court. Winding for miles 
along the uncertain path, I at length 
arrived at the court ground at Round 
Oak Church. Day after day it had been 
our duty to try tho gallant soldiers of 
that army charged with violations of 
military laws; but never had I on any 
previous occasion been greeted by such 
anxious spectators as on that morning 
awaiting the opening of court. 
Case 
after case was disposed of,and at length 
tho case of “The Confederate States vs. 
Edward Cooper’ 
was called—charge 
desertion. 
A low murmer rose spon­ 
taneously from the battle-scarred spec­ 
tators, as a young artilleryman rosó 
from the prisoners’ bench, and in re- 
sponce to the quc.<itii)n, “Guilty, or not 
Guilty?” answered, “Not Guilty.” 
The Judge Advocate was proceeding 
to open the prosecution when the court, 
observing that the prisoner vras unat­ 
tended by counsel, interposed and in­ 
quired of the accused, “ who i.s your 
counsel?’’ lie replied, “I have no coun- 
.sel.’’ Supposing that it m s his pur­ 
pose to represent himself before the 
court, the Judge Advocate was instruct­ 
ed to proceed. 
Every charge and spec 
ification against the prisoner was sus­ 
tained. The prisoner was' then told 
to introduce his witne.sses. - He replied: 
“I have no witnesses.” 
Astonished at 
the calmness with which he seemed to 
be submitting to what ho regarded as 
inevitable fate, I said to him, “Have 
you no defense ? Is it pjossible that you 
abandoned your comrads and deserted 
your colors in the presence of tho ene­ 
my without any reason?” 
Ho replied, 
“There was a reason, but it will not 
avail mo before a military court.” 
.said: 
“ Perhaps you arc mistaken; you 
are charged with the highest crime 
known to the military law, and it is 
your duty to make known the causes 
that influenced your actions.” 
For the 
first time his manly form trembled, and 
his blue ej’es swam in tears. Approach­ 
ing the president of the court he pre­ 
sented a letter, saying as ho did so, 
“There, General, is what did it.” I 
opened the letter, and in a moment tny 
eyes filled with tears. It was passed from 
one to another of the court until all 
had seen it, and those stern warriors 
who had passed with Stonewall Jackson 
through a hundred battles, wept like 
little children, . Soon as 1 suificiently 
recovered my self-possession I read the 
letter as the defense of the prisoner. It 
was in these words; 
“J/y Dear Edward: I have always 
been proud of you, and since your con­ 
nection with tho Confederate army I 
have been prouder of you than ever be­ 
fore. I would not have you do anything 
wrong for the world; but before God, 
Edward, unless you come homo we must 
die! Last night 1 was aroused by Httle 
Eddie’s (^ying. 
1 called and said 
‘ What’^s the matter, Eddie?’ and he said, 
‘Oh, mamura, 
so ^hungry!’ 
And 
Lucy, Edward, your darling Lucy; she 
never complains, but she is growing 
thinner and thinner every day. And 
before God, Edward, unless you come 
home we must die. 
Voub Mary.” 
Turning to the prisonéí-, 1 asked, 
“What did you do when you received 
this letter?” He replied: 
“I made apr 
plication for a furlough and it was^ re­ 
jected; again I made application and it 
was rejejpted; a third time I made appli­ 
cation and it was rejected, and that 
night as I wandered backward and for­ 
ward in tho camp, thinking of my, home, 
with the mild eyes of.Lucy lookHig np 
to me,, and the burning words of Mary 
sinl^hig IB my brain, I was no longer 
the Confederate soldier, but I was the 
father of Lucy and the husband of Mary, 
and I would have crossed thoso' lines if 
every gnu in the battery bad fired upon 
met I went to my Home; Háry ran out 
to meet me, her aogel arms embraóed 
me,and she wbi^ered, *Qt Edward,! am 
80 iMiippyl I afii so glad you go( 
our 
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salm, Biwé cbé honor oCiónr name!’ And 
here 1 aba, gentlemen, not brought bel’e 
by military power, but in obedience to 
the command of Mary, to abide the sen 
tence of your court.” 
Every oflBcer of that court-martial felt 
the force of the prisoners words. Before 
them stood, in beatic vision, the elo­ 
quent pleader for a husband’s am 
father’s wrongs; but they bad been 
trained by their great leader, Robert B 
Lee, to tread the path of duty, though 
the lightening’s flash scorched 
the 
ground beneath their feet, and each in 
his torn pronounced the verdict, guilty. 
Fortunately for humanity, fortunately 
for tho Confedracy, the proceedings of 
the Court were reviewed by the Com­ 
manding General, and upon tho record 
was writted: 
H e a d q u a rte rs A. N. V. 
“The finding of the court is approved. 
The prisoner is pardoned, and will re­ 
port to his company. 
R. E. Lee, General.” 
During the second battle of ¿old har­ 
bor, when shot and shell were falling 
like torrents from 
the 
mountain 
clouds,” my attention was directed to 
the fact that one of our batteries was 
being silenced by the concentrated fiPe 
of the enemy. 
When I reached the 
battery every gun but one had been si­ 
lenced, and by it stood a solitary sol­ 
dier, with the blood streaming from his 
side. 
As ho recognized me, he elevated 
his voice above the din of battle and 
said: “General, I have one shell left; 
tell me have I saved the honor of Mary 
and Lucy?” 
I raised my hat. Once 
more a confederate shell went crashing 
through the ranks of the enemy, and 
the hero sank to rise no more. 
Heaven knows tny countrymen, I lov­ 
ed that lost cause," but this in which 
we are now engaged is no less sacred. 
We will dn our duty in this' campaign 
and, if need be, in the moment of death 
fire the last shot in our battery for the 
honor of Mary and Lucy. 


TH E GUILLOTINE* 
A Doable Ezecatioc.* 
The double cxccuttion of Moreau .'ind 
[Joudas had boon so often announced as 
imminent, and the crowd had been so 
often dissapointed, tha't there were few­ 
er people present on the Place de la ilo 
quette this morning than might havt* 
been expected. 
A detachment of 150 
men of the Garde do Paris arrived on 
the place at C o’clock in the morning. 
Soon after a cart with the frame work 
of the guillotine and M. iloch, the exe­ 
cutioner, accorapani.sd by his two as­ 
sistants, appeared. 
The Gardes uc Pa­ 
ris formed three sides of a square round 
the fatal instrument, and the crowd was 
thus prevented from approaching, and 
the figures of M. Koch and hi.s assistants 
could only be dimly distinguished flit­ 
ting about in their ghostlike white 
blouses. 
As piece by piece they erected 
the guillotine, not a word was to be 
beard. 
When all was completed, M. 
Roch was seen to make a careful exam- 
inatioQ of the guillotine by the light of 
a hand lantern. This done, ho caused 
the knife to fall two or three times, in 
order to assure himself that everything 
was in good working order. 
Then the 
executioner, accompanied by M. Claude, 
the head of the detective department, 
and Abbe Crozes, tb.e chaplain of tho 
prison, proceeded to Moreau’s, the wife 
poisoner’s cell, to inform the dooined 
man that his last liour had come. 
Mor­ 
eau was sleeping calmly when the fatal 
cortege entered bis cell. 
He received 
the terrible announcement very quietly, 
and when asked by the commissary of 
police whether he had any statement to 
make, he merely replied that he was in­ 
nocent. 
He was left alone with the 
priest for five or six minutes, and then 
the horrible operation known as tho 
“ toilette” began 
This consists in cut­ 
ting away the hair from the back of the 
prisoner’s head and neck, as well as a 
part of) his • upper garments, in order 
that the knife may have free play. Dur 
ing this operation Moreau did not utter 
a word. 
Only when his legs were being 
shackled hó remarked: “Surely this is 
useless.” 
At 6:55 the prison gates 
opened, and Moreau appeared in pres­ 
ence of the crowd. He seemed to walk 
very steadily, with head erect, and with 
unfaltering stops. 
His extraordinary 
paleness was much remarked. 
When he 
reached tho guillotine, he looked round 
at the crowd and exclaimed:. “MessitUrs, 
I die innocent.” These word.s were dis­ 
tinctly heard all over the Place de la 
Roquettc. The next raomBnt M. Rbcb 
seized Moreau, pushed him forward on 
the plank, tho. knjfe fell, and all was 
over. 
The mpmeoit Moreau’s head and 
body had fallen into the basket of saw­ 
dust prepared for them, M. Roch’s as­ 
sistants set to work to wash the guillo­ 
tine of the blood w.itíi. which it was 
stained, in order that the next suffejrer: 
might not see that an execution had 
taken place. 
Whilst Moreau was being 
led to death^oudas was being prepared 
for execution. When bis cell was en­ 
tered by M.Claude and bis executioners, 
he was found wide-awake, talking ea- 


agúnat justice. He walked jquietly, but 
hardly as steadily as ICoreM, tfaou^ 
without support to the guillotine. There 
he kissed the accompanying pries^ and 
handed himself over to the executioner 
without uttering a word. 
Whether K. 
Boch’s nerves had been afifected by the 
previous execution I do not know, but 
he certainly was by no means adqoit in 
placing the unfortunate Boudas on the 
fatal planK, as he had to re-adjust him 
during a space of several seconds, which 
seemed horribly long to the bystanders. 
At last the knife fell, and the second 
criminal’s head dropped into the basket. 
There was only ten minutes interval be­ 
tween the executions. 


A Remarkable Masonic Incident* 
The first masonic funeral that ever 
occurred in California took place ijn 
1849, and was performed over tho bodv 
0Í a brother found drowned in the Bay 
of San Francisco. 
An account of the 
ceremonies states that on the body of 
the deceased was found the silver mark 
of a mason upon which were engraved 
the initials of his name. A little fuither 
investigation revealed to the beholder 
the most singular exhibition of masonic 
emblems that was ever drawn by the in­ 
genuity of man upon the human skin. 
There is nothing in the history of the 
traditions of Freemasonry equal to it. 
Beautifully dotted on his left arm, in 
red and blue ink, which time could not 
eflPace, appeared all the emblems of the 
entire apprenticeship. 
There was the 
Holy Bible, square and compass, the 24 
inch guage and common gavel. There 
was the mosaic pavement representing 
the ground floor of King Solomon’s tem­ 
ple, the indented tessel which surrounds 
it, and the blazing star in the centie. 
On his right arm and artistically exe­ 
cuted in the same indelible iiqoid, were 
the emblems of the fellowship degree, 
viz: the square, the level,and the plumb. 
There were also the five columns repre­ 
senting tile five orders 0Í architecture— 
tho Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, Corinthian 
and Composite. 
In removing the garments from bis 
body, the trowel presen ted ilso'f with 
ail the other tools of operative masonry. 
Over his heart vvdS ibc pot of incense. 
On o her parts of his body w:r-e tho 
e-hive, 
tho book of constitutions, 
guarded by the Tyler’s sword pointing 
to a nakt:d heart; the All-Seeuig Eye, 
the anchor and ark, the hour-glass, the 
.scythe, the forty-seventh poblem of 
Euclid, the sun, moon, stars and comets; 
the three steps which are emblematical 
©f youth, manhood and age. Admirably 
executed was tho weeping virgin, reclin­ 
ing on a broken column, upon which lay 
the book of constitutions. 
In her right 
hand she held the pot of incense—the 
masonic emblem of a pure heart, and in 
her left hand a sprig of acacia, tho em­ 
blem of the immortality of the soul. 
Immediately beneath her stood Time, 
with his syche by his side, which cuts 
the brittle thread of life, and the hour­ 
glass at his feot, which- is ever remind­ 
ing us that our lives are vrithering away. 
The withered and attenuated figure of 
tho Destroyer was placed amid the long 
and flowing ringlets of the disconsolate 
mourner. Thus were striking emblems 
of mortality and immortality blended 
m one pictorial representation. 
It was a spectacle such as masons nev­ 
er saw before,and in all probability such 
as the fraternity tvill never witness 
again. 
The brother’s name was never 
k no w n. —Philadelphia Age.
